Romulus Mayor William M 
Oakley has joined with a growing 
number of Wayne County mayors 
and supervisors in supporting the 
recently-formed Wayne County 
Association of Local Government 
Officials. 

A meeting of the group was called 
last week at Wayne’s City Hall by 
Livonia Mayor Edward H. Mc- 
Namara, who is spearheading the 
organization. 

The organization was started last 
summer by eight mayors who were 
concerned about various federal and 
county actions that were taken 
unilaterally without consulting them 
first. 

According to McNamara, the 
members hope to eliminate this 
practice by, “banding together to 
make our positions heard in Lansing 
and Washington, D.C.” 

“Our aim, according to our 
bylaws, will be the improvement of 
local government and ad- 
ministration through cooperative 
effort,” McNamara said. 

Since June, several founding 
members were replaced due to 
November election defeats, so 
another purpose of last week’s 
meeting was to encourage newly- 
elected officials, like Mayor Oakley, 
to become actively involved in the 
organization. 

The goal is total participation by 
all 42 suburban communites in 
Wayne County, and they are well on 
the way to achieving success. The 
meeting in Wayne was only the 
group’s fourth, yet elected leaders 
from 23 communities have indicated 
they will support the organization. 

Although young, the group has 
already flexed it's collective 
muscles in Lansing, where a drive 
by firefighters to lower the working 
hours was returned to committee, 
after the group came down hard 
against such action. 

Other items of common concern 
raised at the meeting were area 
public transportation needs, state- 
mandated costs to cities and the so- 
called super sewer project being 
planned to run along the edge of the 
county. 

As for the state-mandated costs 
issue, Richard H . Headlee, president 
of Taxpayers United for Tax 
Limitation, gave a presentation of 
theactionhis groupis taking to get a 
constitutional amendment tax 
limitation proposal on the November 
ballot, which would greatly affect 
thestate’s penchant for dreaming up 
programs for cities without 
providing the money to find them.

Romulus taxpayers have staged a 
full-scale revolt as a result of the 
recent property reassessment in the 
city that sent their taxes soaring. 

While many this Easter season are 
speaking of the resurrection, 
Romulus property owners are 
talking of insurrection. 'Hiat’s how 
angry they are. . 

More than 350 local residents 
jammed the VFW Hall on Huron 
River Drive Thursday night to 
discuss ways to fight the 
reassessment results. 

Many in the city have had their 
taxes doubled or tripled as a result 
of the new valuation put on their 
property. And many turned out to 
the VFW Hall to protest. 

Cars were double and triple 
parked up and down Huron River 
Dr. by the hall and many others 
could not find a place to park. 

“It’s the largest citizen’s crowd 
I’ve ever seen in Romulus in my life, 
and I’ve been here a long time,’’ said 
Mel Morgan, who is helping to head 
thedrivetohead off thehigher taxes 
along with Ed Rush, a local florist. 

“The people of Romulus are 
angrier than I’ve ever seen them,” 
Morgan continued. “But the thing 
that impressed me at Thirsday 
night’s meeting is that the people 
are willing to act in an orderly 
fashion to get things done.” 

Morgan’s informally-gathered 
group of irate citizens listened to two 


Mayor Oakley agreed to host the 
next meeting in Romulus on April 12, 
to elect officers, set goals and 
establish priorities. 


Some 37 members of the business 
community turned out to the 
Ramada Inn last week as plans 
move quickly forward to form the 
Greater Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce.

Morgan said his group hopes to get 
some kind of verbal committment 
from the council and school board 
that they will not plan to use the 
additional tax money coming their 
way. 

Because of the large crowd at last 
week’s tax revolt meeting, Morgan 
says his group will meet at the 
larger UAW Local 157 Hall, 29841 
Van Born Rd., between Merriman 
and Middlebelt, at 7:30 p.m. 
Thursday, April 6. 

A flyer passed around by Romulus 
citizens points out action to be taken 
at the April 6 meeting. 

It reads: “At this meeting we will 
be setting up an organizational 
structure of our ‘Grass Roots’ 
movement. We will be setting up 
committees and precinct captains so 
that all city meetings, public 
hearings, and issues vital to us will 
be announced to our members.” 

The intensity of the “anti-tax 
increase” is so great that the past 
two meetings at City Council have 
been jammed. 

A victim of the tax protest is the 
Campbell Development Co., who 
wanted to get a tax exemption 
certificate under Public Act 198

The chambers were packed with 
irate citizens protesting Campbell 
Co. getting the 50 percent tax 
reduction while some of them were 
paying two and three times their 


Romulus School Board voted last 
week to restore nine of the 10 
programs recommended by the 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee.

former assessment. Other company 
representatives, union leaders, 
business people and residents of 
Romulus were among the vocal 
protestors. 

Mayor William Oakley spoke in 
favor of the tax break for Campbell 
Co., stating that the city would 
receive some $63,000 annually in 
taxes where they only receive about 
$3,000 now- on the vacant land. 

At the council meeting which 
followed, council members voted 7-0 
to deny the request of Campbell 
Development Co. for an Industrial 
Development District at this time. 

“I think the crowd would have 
hung the council members from the 
flag pole in front of city hall if they 
would have passed it,” said a 
disgruntled resident. 


The recommendations, made by a 
16-member group of citizens, will 
take effect as soon as they can be 
implemented. 

In brief, the recommended 
programs include: rehiring two 
speech therapists, one social worker 
and one school nurse. 

Also restored was {he vision and 
hearing program; M department 
chairpersons; student field trips; 
achievement testing programs; 
increased security personnel; high 
school co-op program; elementary 
school, instrumental music 
progdlram and virtually unlimited 
use of school buildings. 

The only recommendation not 
approved was the one concerning 
the hiring of a personnel-labor 
relations manager. However, the 
board did give School Supt. James 
Garfield permission interview 
prospective candidates for the job. 

It gave the permission because the 
state-aid formula will not be known 
for about two months. If the money 
is available after knowing how much 
money the school disrict will receive 
in state-aid and tax money, the 
board would be in a position to move 
quickly to hire the best candidate for 
the job. 

Voting for the first time as school 
board members were Mrs. Sandra 
Langley, Richard Campbell, Mrs. 
Lynn E. Slaughter and Mrs. Sharron 
Cahill, who were appointed last 
week to vacancies on the board. 

They replaced Gerald Budd, Mrs. 
Gloria Chandler, Gordon Silvey and 
Ron Christensen, who were recalled 
when citizens felt they were 
unresponsive to their wishes. 

In other board action, new officers 
were named for the remainder of the 
school year and until new officers 
take their seats afto* the June 12 
school election 

Wayne Avery was voted President 
on a 6-1 count and Campbell was 
elected vice-president on a 5-2 vote, 
both on secret ballots, while Mike 
Woods was named treasurer and 
Shirley Lombardi chosen secretary 
by acclamation. 

Local residents planning to run for 
the five open school board seats in 
the June 12 annual election, must file 
their petitions before the April 10 
deadline.

It's ideal gift plant 


The Iron Cross 
begonia (Begonia 
masoniana) is an at- 
tractive gift plant that 
rarely lives longer than 
a few months in the 
home. Keeping it 
healthy is a challenge to 
even the most skilled 
houseplant tender. 

Horticulturists point 
out that the main 
problem with this fancy - 
leafed begonia is its 
preference for high 
humidity. Misting is no 
solution, because the 
puckery, hairy leaves 
cannot tolerate being 
wet. 

Overwatering is 
another frequent 
problem, leading to 
crown rot. 

A healthy Iron Cross 
begonia is a mound of 
puckery, lopsided, 
heart-shaped, light 
green leaves marked 
with a dark, irregular 
splotch that suggests 
theshapeof the German 
Iron Cross. To stay 
healthy, the plant needs 
bright, diffused sunlight 
or artificial light, 
daytime temperatures 
of 80-85 degrees, a night 
minimum of 60-65 
degrees, humid air and 
water applied often 
enough to keep the soil 
moist but not soaking 
wet. 

Pot in a soil high in 
organic material and 
fertilize every month 
with a standard 
houseplant fertilizer at 
one-half strength. 
Because the Iron Cross 
begonia does not have a 
deep root system, it can 
be potted in a fairly 
shallov container for 
use as a table specimen 
It also can be used in a 
hanging container. 


Possible pests of this 
difficult plant include 


white flies 
mealybugs.

A journey of a 1,000 miles begins 
with the first step. 

And just as we never know exactly 
where the next step will lead us. so it 
is with a local Romulus man who 
sings with a fast-rising gospel 
singing group.

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County records increases 
in measie cases in schools 


The Wayne County Department of 
Health has issued a warning of an 
increasing number of measie cases 
in schools in the county. 

While this increased disease ac- 
tivity is not now* an epidemic, local 
health officials are concerned it soon 
could become one, since the highest 
numbers of such cases occurs 
during the spring months. 

If this pattern continues, there 
could be a sharp increase in the 
number of measles cases within the 
next several weeks. 

According to Dr Jane Polkowski, 
director of Communicable Disease 
Control for the health department, 
75 cases of measles has been 
reported as of Feb. 23. Last year, 
only six cases had been reported for 
the same period. 

The median number of cases for 
the past five years has been 56 cases 
for this period 

She said: “We a re concerned that 
we are seeing not only the usual 
seasonal increase in measles but an 
overall increase as well.” 

Though the disease is thought by 
some to be a harmless childhood 
ailment. Dr Polkowski noted that 
most people become very ill when 
they get it. In addition to the 
characteristic measles rash, 
symptoms ipclude high fever (102 
degrees or above), cough, in- 
flammation and runniness of the 
eyes and nose. 


The symptoms usually last eight 
to 10 days, but serioiB com- 
plications. such as pneumonia and 
encephalitis, sometimes occurs. 
Encephalitis is especially, 
dangerous because it may result in 
convulsions, mental retaliation or 
deafness. About one in 10,000 
chilcfren with measles die from the 
disease. 

Dr. Polkowski noted thatthe 
disease and its complications can be 
prevented through immi®ization, 
and that most outbreaks involve 
unvaccinated or improperly vac- 
cinated children. 

“We have audited health records 
in some schools and found many 
children with incomplete or no 
immunization records on file,” Dr. 
Polkowski said. ‘This problem is 
particularly troublesome in the 
older age groups.” She is urging 
parents to go through their 
children’s immunization records. 

Immunization against measles is 
recommended immediately for 
those who: 

(1) Have not received it; 

(2) Received it before 12 months of 
age; 

(3) Received the inactivated 
vaccine (available before 1966), and 

(4) Received the further at- 
tenuated live virus vaccine with 
immune serum globulin. 

The vaccine is available from 
physicians or from the free health 


department clinics. The clinic 
locations and hours are:

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Here comes Easter, that joyous 
season of sunrise worship, higi 
fashion, ionauils and daffodils 
It’s the springtime of life and a 
renewal of the human spirit. It's 
Easter eggs and bunny rabbits, 
the Easter parade and the glad 
tidings of “Alleluia!” 

Witn the exception of Christ- 
mas, Easter is, perhaps, the most 
universally celebrated religious 
holiday. Here is part of its fact 
and mythology as reported by the 
National. Association of Greeting 
Card Publishers. 

Easter Sunday is, of couree, the 
day marking Christ’s 
resurrection. It was this sense of 
“rebirth” that imparted a “new 
beginning” for the people of 
many lands and cultures. 

For years, Easter sunrise 
services have been held in such 
landmarks as the Hollywood 
Bowl in California, the Garden of 
the Gods in Colorado, the Tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier at 
Arlington National Cemetary, the 
Grand Canyon in Arizona and the 
Punchbowl National Memorial 
Cemetary in Hawaii 

The egg, the traditional Easter 
symbol of life, was rooted deeply 
in the lives of the ancient 
Egyptians, Persians, 
Phoenicians and Hindus. In 
English-speaking lands, the 
coloring of eggs for Easter was a 
custom that originated in 
England in the Middle ages. In 
the reign of Edward I. the king’s 
accountants recorded that 18 
pence was spent for coloring eggs 
in gold leaf in die year 1290. The 
eggs were distributed to mem- 
bers of the royal household. 

In medieval England, priests 
blessed Easter eggs which were 
then exchanged as gifts by 
friends In Poland, Easter eggs 
traditionally are decorated with 
abstract patterns. An early

custom in Hungary was for young 
women to give decorated eggs to 
their suitors. Easter eg^ were 
planted in vineyards in the 
Balkans on the superstitious 
theory that the eggs would 
protect the vines against freezing 
rain. 

Eggs have been decorated by 
the Ukranians since 988 A. D. 
Those with plant designs are 
symbolic of love and charity; a 
pine tree, eternal youth; and hens 
and roosters, fertility and the 
fulfillment of dreams. 

Spring fashions have long been 
the reason “for my new Easter 
outfit”, the bright and colorful 
apparel for “the Easter parade.” 
Easter lillies, daffodils and tulips 
present the image of new life 
springing from dormant plants 
and flowers. 

Along with eggs and flowers, 
the rabbit and the lamb have for 
centuries symbolized the rites of 
spring. For this reason, it is little 
wonder that these are the most 
popular themes of the thousands 
of Easter greeting cards ex- 
changed among friends each

Michigan tax 
limitation 
moves to area 


With growing support for the on- 
going petition drive aimed at placing 
die question of a Michigan tax 
limitation question on this fall’s ballot, 
it has become apparent that citizens of 
this area have decided that it is time to 
force government efficiency. 

It is unusual for the hard-pressed, 
tax-weary citizens of this state to get a 
second chance to correct a bad 
situation, but that chance may well be 
at hand. 

A group calling itself Taxpayers 
United for Tax Limitation, has begun 
a state-wide petition drive to garner 
the necessary 260,000 signatures to get 
the question of tax limitation for the 
citizens of Michigan on the November 
ballot this year. 

A similar question presented to the 
voters of Michigan in 1976 was 
narrowly defeated following the lead 
of the state’s school officials who 
feared that such a measure would 
adversely affect their ability to ef- 
fectively administer the schools. 

The measure, essentially the same 
one as proposed in 1976, with but few 
modifications, would tie state spen- 
ding to personal income. 

According to Richard H. Headlee, 
president of Taxpayers United, “The 
tax situation and the growth of 
government in Michigan are out of 
control. This kind of taxation is 
destructive. I am referring directly to 
the ability of the men and women of 
Michigan to earn a living with some 
reasonable expectation that their jobs 
will continue to exist next year, and 
the year after.” 

The Taxpayers United push to once 
again get a tax limitation question on 
the Michigan ballot is supported by 
Nobel Prize-winning economist Milton 
Friedman, and many elected leaders 
of Michigan who feel that the tax limit 
is the only answer to taxation and 
spending that have gone out of control. 

Honorary co-chairman of the 
campaign to place the tax limitation 
amendment on the November 1978 


ballot are Dr. Paul McCracken, for- 
mer chairman of the President’s 
Council of Economic Affairs, and 
Friedman. 

Provisions of the amendment, if 
approved by the people of Michigan, 
would include: 

Require the Legislature to draft 
enabling acts which would link 
Michigan’s tax revenue to the per- 
sonal income of the pegple. 

Require that tax rates could not be 
increased beyond current rates unless 
an emergency is declared by the 
Governor and affirmed by the 
Legislature, or unless the taxpayers 
themselves vote to increase taxes; 

Prohibit local governments from 
raising taxes without a vote of the 
people; 

Prohibit state government from 
shifting the burden of taxation to local 
governments by mandating local 
programs. 

The necessity of such an am- 
mendment is shown by statistics 
supplied by Taxpayers United. 
“Spending in Michigan has increased 
800 percent against an income in- 
crease of only 180 percent over the 
past 10 years. During that same 
period of time, the state’s population 
has risen only six percent and the 
state’s employment ‘bloated 
bureaucracy’ has grown by more than 
50 percent. 

“We feel that is obvious that a tax 
limitation amendment is necessary to 
head off eventual disaster.” 

According to some economic ex- 
perts, we are now on the same course 
that Great Britain followed just 10 
years ago. 

Without a change in direction now, 
we can expect the same results that 
have brought Great Britain to its 
knees. 

For that reason, we support the tax 
limitation amendment, and urge 
concerned citizens everywhere to first 
sign a petition, and then vote to ap- 
prove the measure in November of 
this year.

Last week, as a result of my deep and 
abiding concern for the genuine problems 
faced by many city residents resulting 
from the recent property reassessment, I 
took several action initiatives. 

1) I set in motion the Mayor’s 
Reassessment Review Committee which 
has subsequently met on several occasions 
last week. They have already conducted a 
hearing with top Wayne County tax of- 
ficials and are scheduling a series of on- 
going meetings with other city, county and 
State officials. 

I have assured them a free hand and an 
open door to all offices in the city, par- 
ticularly the Assessor’s. 

They are charged with conducting an 
honest and unbiased investigation and will 
report their findings to me and the City 
Council as soon as possible. 

2) 1 have urged all residents who feel

their assessments are too high, by letter, 
to avail themselves of the established 
review process, outlining the necessary 
steps to appear before the Board of 
Review. Many residents have responded to 
that appeal and have reported they 
received favorable consi<feration from the 
Review Board. 

3) I have met with the Board of Review 
and personally urged them to give utmost 
consideration to all appellants, reminding 
them that the crucial task that is their’s 
must be approached with compassion and 
understanding. 

4) I am encouraged that a group of 
concerned citizens meeting last Thursday 
night at the local VFW Hall has publicly 
endorsed my call for an end to the State’s 
continuing tax growth and agreed to 
circulate petitions, available at City Hall, 
to place a constitutional amendment 


proposal on the November ballot. 

The amendment is being sponsored by a 
group called Taxpayers United for Tax 
Limitation. In last week’s column, I ad- 
vocated support for this group as an 
important first step in limiting the ever- 
increasing tax bite the State takes from 
citizens every year 

Briefly, the primary provision of the 
proposal would limit taxes directly to the 
total personal income of the people, so that 
taxes would increase only proportionate to 
the growth of personal income and the 
State economy. 

There are several other important 
provisions contained in their proposal, 
which are carefully explained in a pam- 
phlet also available at City Hall. 

I again urge all citizens to explore all 
possibilities open to them and call City 
Hall with any questions or problems.

Skyrocketing hospital costs outlined 


A couple of weeks ago, we did a column 
which talked about the many bureaus, 
organizations, contracts, agreements, and 
sundry necessities which are part and 
parcel of operating a hospital in Michigan. 

Today we plan to get a little more 
specific and publish some of the actual 
costs involved in hospital operation, 

Most homeowners today find little to get 
excited about when their utility bills are 
delivered. 

Well, hospitals also pay utility bills — 
and pay them on a grand scale. 

Last fiscal year (the PCHA fiscal year 
ends June 30), the Annapolis Hospital paid 
$461 ,040 for heat, lights, power, and water. 
This was an increase of $72,000 from the 
previous year. And I feel safe in saying 
that next year’s bill will also increase. 
Incidently, the utility bills for the entire 
PCHA ran to $1,312,257. 

Another interesting cost, and one which 
is perhaps, never though of much, is the 
cost of maintaining linen. 

Sheets, towels, pillow cases, et al must 
be replaced during the year. At Annapolis, 
that cost of replacement equalled $105,463 
last fiscal year. 

And what about telephones? Telephones 
are obviously critical to our com- 
munications effort, and at Annapolis 
Hospital, we paid a telephone bill of 
$129,314. 


The largest cost is, of course, the costs 
associated with our payroll: wages, 
salaries, and fringe benefits. 

Any enterprise must maintain a com- 
petitive posture in the labor market if that 
enterprise is to attract and then sustain the 
employment of quality personnel. 

Hospitals, and we’ve written this litany^ 
in previous columns, are unique in that 
they are people-intensive operations. 

We don’t sell a product per se; we offer 
an intangible called service which is 
provided by almost 4000 employees. 

Those employees, most of whom are 
residents of the communities in which our 
five hospitals are located, receive better 
than 70 percent of the total budget. And 
that 70 percent, by and large, is put right 
back into the communities. 

The figure we are talking about is over 
33 million dollars; a figure which does not 
include any fringe benefits. 

In thfe area of fringe benefits, the PCHA 
premium to Blue Cross-Blue Shield of 
Michigan for employees’ health insurance 
is in excess of 2-miOion dollars. Then there 
are premiums for our dental program, 
premiums for the eyeglass program, and 
premiums for life insurance. 

There are even other people costs which 
are sometimes overlooked. For instance, 
PCHA wrote checks for 2.5-million dollars 
to pay the employer’s share of the FICA

Withall of the religious denominations 
that abound in the world, it is no wonder 
that persons become confused over what to 
believe.

Bicycling 


With almost 100 million bicycles in 
use today, there is a growing need to 
promote bicycle safety. Government 
estimates put the yearly number of 
bicycle-related deaths at 1,000 and 
injuries at 460,000. There are some 
simple rules riders can observe to 
protect themselves against the 
carelesness of others. 

Before you even take your bicycle 
out for the first time, make plans to 
protect it against theft. 

A bicycle is one of three items 
most likely taken when a home is 
burglarized Best protection against 
loss is a chain and lock— case- 
hardened s h inch chain of at least 3fi 
inches in length covered in vinyl or 
rubber to protect the bike’s finish, 
and a high quality dial combination 
or laminated key lock is recom- 
mended. 

Register your bike with your local 
police department Keep the serial 
number and a description of the bike 
with your personal identification 
cards. Many personal property 
insurance policies cover bicycles 
under the general coverage Check 
with your insurance company to be 
sure you are covered. 

Now that you have assured 
yourself of a bike to ride, these 
suggestions will help your en- 
joyment when riding it. 

See What’s There: The first step in 
riding safely is knowing what traffic 
is around you and what it’s likely to 
do. 

Frequently looking behind over 
your left and right shoulder will keep 
you informed of changing traffic 
conditions Most people tend to steer 
where they look Practice the skill of 
steering straight ahead while 
checking for traffic. 

Be seen: Make sure that the 
moving traffic sees you. 

For day riding, a fluorescent 
colored flag on a flexible 6-foot pole 
is excellent for drawing attention to 
your presence. Wearing bright 
colored clothing or a reflective 
jacket can help motorists notice you .

When ridine after dark, vou must 
have a front lamp that gives a white 

light visible for at least 500 feet A 
clear white reflector also must be 
visible from the front A red rear 
reflector or tail light must be visible 
for at least 300 feet. Wear light 
colored clothes and, if possible, wear 
a reflective jacket For both day and 
night riding it pays to keep your 
reflector clean. 

Listen To Traffic: Your exposure 
to the environment allows you to 
hear traffic sounds. Be sensitive to 
these early signs of potential 
hazards. 

Moving In Traffic: Because you 
are the operator of a moving vehicle, 
you must obey the traffic rules of the 
road Most important to bike riders 
are: 

—Stay on the right side of the 
street, near the curb. Move with 
traffic and watch for parked cars 
turning into traffic or car doors 
opening suddenly. 

—Ride in single file when you are 
with others. 


— Obey all traffic signs, signals, 
and road markings 
—Use hand signals to indicate a 
turn, lane change, or stop 
—Walk your bike across all busy 
intersections 

—Ride alone on your bicycle. Do 
not carry packages that interfere 
with vision or control 
-Never weave from lane to lane, 
or hitch a ride on moving vehicles. 

—Yield to motorized vehicles 
about to cross in front of you Do this 
even when you have the right-of- 
way, if there is any indication the 
other person will not yield. You can’t 
win an argument with a heavier 
vehicle.

Organizers seek 
to revive A CTION 


“We w f bnt to revive the early spirit of the Peace 
Corps and VISTA,” said ACTION Director Sam 
Brown, “but recognizing that we live in a different 
world today. We’ve learned from the past, and 
we’re heading now in challenging new directions. 

“Both the Peace Corps and VISTA will require 
volunteers with the courage to confront the difficult 
and sometimes painful problems faced by the less 
fortunate.” 

During March, ACTION Deputy Director Mary 
King and other ACTION senior staff members will 
join Brown in a month-long campaign throughout 
the United States to inform the public of the new 
thrusts set by the agency’s international and 
domestic programs and the new opportunities they 
offer for volunteer service. 

Both the Peace Corps and VISTA want to recruit 
a broader range of men and women than has served 
in the past 

“We want these programs to look like America,” 
said Larry Brown, ACTION’S director of recruit- 
ment and communications. “We are seeking per- 
sons who may not realize that volunteer service in 
the Peace Corps of VISTA is open to them: 


minorities, older persons, blue collar workers, the 
handicapped.” Brown was a Peace Corps volunteer 
in India. 

This summer the Peace Corps is screening 
candidates for 2,500 new volunteer openings in 
Africa, Asia, Latin America and the Pacific. Nearly 
6,900 Peace Corps volunteers now serve in 63 
developing countries, working to meet basic human 
needs in such fields as health and nutrition, food 
and water, housing, economic development, 
knowledge and skills, energy and conservation, and 
community services. 

VISTA is actively recruiting 1,100 new volunteers 
for at least one yar of service in poor communities 
at home. Currently, 4,800 VISTA volunteers are at 
work in the 50 states, Puerto Rico, the Virgin 
Islands and Guam. 

Both programs will be adding another 4,000 
volunteers to their ranks during the coming year.

It's lazy 
man's 
bonsai 


You might think of the 
balfour aralia 
(Polyscias balfouriana) 
as the lazy man’s 
bonsai. As this plant 
gets older it develops 
woody stems, glossy, 
leather leaves and light 
brown twisting bran- 
ches suggestive of 
bonsai. 

Horticulturists advise 
placing the balfour 
aralia where it will get 
the unbroken light of a 
north window and 
temperatures of 30 to 85 
degrees during the day 
and no cooler than 62 to 
65 degrees at night. 
During the winter, it 
will benefit from 
moving to a south 
window where it can get 
direct sun. 

It should be potted i n a 
Standard houseplant 
potting mix with 
provisions for good 
drainage and watered 
whenever the soil 
surface beings to feel 
dry to keep the soil 
around the roots 
uniformly moist but not 
wet at all times. Fer- 
tilize with any standard 
houseplant food every 
three or four months. 

When small, the 
balfour aralia can be 
used in terrariums and 
dish gardens. Older, 
larger plants make good 
floor or table 
specimens. 

This plant is very 
sensitive to changes in 
its environment. Leaf 
drop is its usual 
response to changes in 
light, temperature or 
humidity, overwatering 
or low light. It prefers 
high humidity. 

Red spider mites can 
be a problem on this 
plant. Inspect the un- 
dersides of the leaves 
occasionally and treat 
any infestation im- 
mediately. 

Propagate the balfour 
aralia by stem tip 
cuttings.

Across the world this Sunday 
people will celebrate that it is 
Easter. 

For ancient pagans “Easter’’ 
referred to the dawngoddess wor- 
shipped in Northumberland in what 
is now England. Her festival was at 
the time of the vernal equinox, the 
first day of spring, when more 
sunlight than darkness comes to this 
northern hemisphere. 

For ancient Israelites spring came 
at the time of Passover, or Pasch, 
the annual remembrance of the 
angel of death “passing over” the 
homes of Hebrew slaves, while some 
mysterious plague killed the first- 
born of their Egyptian 
slavem asters. 

Christians see in the resurrection 
of Jesus from the dead the ful- 
fillment of the deepest and best 
hopes of both the ancient pagans 
and the Israelites. 

Christians see Jesus as the Son of 
God bringing light into the darkness 


of this world. He is “the light that 
shines on in the dark, and the 
darkness has never mastered it” 
(John 1:5) Jesus is also the source 
of life, just as really as springtime 
brings forth life in vegetation. The 
great movement of the earth from 
barren winter to luscious spring is 
but a faint symbol of the greater 
movement of man from the barren 
life of sin, depression and 
destruction in death to the greater 
life of grace leading to new life in the 
resurrection through faith in Jesus 
as the Christ. 

Christians see Jesus’ resurrection 
as the new Passover. This time it is 
not salvation from physical death 
as earlier in Egypt, but from the 
worse death of sin, that rebellion 
against God which forfeits our 
sharing in His divine life. As the 
ancient Hebrews wa-e saved from 
political slavery to be able to 
worship God in freedom, so 
Christians are saved from sin to be 
able to praise the Lord for His 
goodness. 


After the Passover, the Hebrews 
had their first crisis of faith at the 
shore of the Red Sea. With the sea in 
front of them and pharoah’s chariots 
roaring down behind them, they had 
nowhere to go but through the sea. 
By the hand of Moses God parted the 
waters and brought the Hebrews 
across to safety. Christians see in 
this passage a symbol of Baptism, 
by which we publicly “take the 
plunge” (baptizing) with Jesus into 
the waters of Baptism. There we 
leave behind our sinful past and 
emerge filled with the Holy Spirit of 
Jesus and capable of leading a new 
life of grace. 

Even when enriched by the 
heritage of ancient pagans and 
Hebrews, does our belief in Jesus’ 
resurrrection mean anything today? 

All over this earth people Bre 
struggling to become free of op- 
pression to live with the dignity 
proper to God’s sons and daughters. 
They are going to win. The presence 
of Jesus and the power of His 
resurrection in these modern 


struggles means Christians know for 
sure Jesus in them will win the 
victory. The victory will not be the 
trimph of one political party, or one 
ethnic group, or one religious sect, 
or one economic system over 
another The victory is the establish- 
ment of God’s reign of love and 
justice, mercy and forgiveness.

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State may get 
energy unit 


Legislation creating a State 
Department of Energy to initiate 
comprehensive energy policies and 
provide consumer representation 
has been introduced by Senate 
Majority Leader William Faust (D- 
15th District) and Sen Jerome T. 
Hart of Saginaw 

“We are introducing this package 
of four bills to provide Michigan with 
the strong, centralized planning 
agency needed to spearhead the 
state’s energy policy,” Faust said. 
“The department will provide the 
energy planning, implementation 
and research programs needed to 
keep Michigan ahead of the fuel 
crisis.” 

The Department of Energy would 
be directed to organize all energy 
laws and regulations set forth by the 
state in an effort to promote efficient 
energy use and regulations. 

“A major emphasis of our 
legislative package is to give the 
Department of Energy a long-range 
and firm mandate to develop 
alternate and renewable energy 
sources,” Faust said. ‘ ‘Our goal is to 
reduce Michigan’s dependence on 
outside energy sources, and at the 
same time maintain a strong 
economy.” 

Under the Faust -Hart proposal, an 
Office of Energy ombudsman would 
represent individual energy users. 
The ombudsman would represent 


consumers interests in policy- 
making, rate hearings and would 
deal with matters that cannot be 
resolved within traditional depart- 
mental framework 

A State Energy Review' Board 
would be created under the proposal 
to provide representation for in- 
terest groups in energy issues. The 
board would be made up of 
representatives from business, 
industry, labor senior citizen 
organizations, agricultural interests 
and environmental interests. 

“Since every Michigan resident is 
directly affected by the activities of 
the Department of Energy, it is 
necessary to include mechanisms to 
insure greater citizen protection and 
input,” Faust said. 

The proposal calls for an in- 
tervenor fund to be established to 
cover costs of consumer 
representation in cases before the 
Public Service Commission and the 
Power Plant Siting Commission, 
which would be created. The om- 
budsman would administer the 
funds, which would be available to 
consumer interest groups and in- 
dividuals. 

The Power Plant Siting Com- 
mission w'ould regulate the location, 
construction and modification of 
power generating facilities.

Bobbi Lawrence, 
Washtenaw County 
Horticultural Agent 
answers timely 
questions on lawn care, 
vegetable gardening 
houseplants and related 
topics: 

Q. Someone told me I 
should start my 
vegetable transplants in 
early March so I’d have 
nice big plants to put out 
in the garden in May. Is 
this really a good idea? 

A. It’s usually advised 
to plant seeds for 
transplant about two 
months before you plan 
to set them into the 
garden. Therefore, 
seeds of cool weather 
crops like broccoli and 
cauliflower should be 
planted earlier than 
seeds of warm weather 
crops like tomatoes and 
melons. 

If you start your 
tomatoes too early, the 
plants are likely to be 
either weak and spindly 
from growing in low 
light or larger than you 
really want for tran- 
splanting. Small, 
compact, sturdy plants 
tend to suffer less 
transplanting shock 
than larger plants, 
especially plants that 
already have flowers or 
fruits on them. Plants 
that are trying to 
produce fruit are slow to 
develop good root 
systems to support later 
fruit production. 

Q. I’ve read that you 
can get mealybugs, 
aphids and other pests 
off of house plants by 
dabbing at them with a 
cotton swab dipped in 
rubbing alcohol. That’s 
fine if you have just a 
couple of bugs, but what 
if you have a lot of 
them? Can you dip or 
spray the whole plant? 

A You can — but you 
probably won’t be too 
happy with the results 
A bath i n alcohol w ill ge t 
rid of the bugs, but it’ll 
also probably pickle 
your plant. If it's that 
badly infested and you 
don’t want to use 
chemical pesticides on 
it, you might be smart to 
get rid of the plant 
altogether If you don’t, 
the infestation may get

Q. My amaryllis is 
done flowering. What do 
I do with it now? 

A. Cut off the old 
flower stalk. Keep the 
pot in a brightly lighted 
spot and water and 
fertilize it so the foliage 
continues to grow You 
may place the plant 
outdoors in a sheltered 
spot for the summer, 
but be sure to bring it 
back indoors before 
frost. 

In the fall, gradually 
withhold water to allow 
the bulb to go dormant. 
After about a two-month 
rest period, repot the 
bulb if necessary to 
provide about one inch 
of space all around it. 
One-third of the bulb 
should be above the soil 
surface. Water lightly 
and place the pot in a 
brighly lighted spot. 
After the flower stalk 
emerges, water daily. 
Reflowering will occur 
in about eight weeks.

the winter? They seem 
to have survived OK — 
they’re all standing 
upright again, anyway 
— but it seems that 
being mashed the way 
they were coulcki’t have 
been too good for them. 

A If youcanbrush the 
snow from your 
evergreens without 
doing even more 
damage to them, do so. 
Better yet, tie up your 
shrubs with burlap and 
string before the winter 
snows arrive to keep 


them from getting 
flattened and broken 

Q. When should I 
clean last year’s leaves 
off my lawn? 

A. You should clean 
leaves off your lawn the 
very last thing in the 
fall If the snow caught 
up with you then, rake 
the leaves away as soon 
as possible in the spring. 

Q. 1 put my African 
violets in a south win- 
dow for the winter so 
they'd get more light. 
But I’m still having 


trouble with the lower 
leaves. They hang over 
the edge of the pot. then 
turn brown and go all 
soft anddie ina week or 
so. W’ hat’s the problem? 

A Moving your 
violets to a south win- 
dow was probably a 
good idea . They need a II 
the I ight that’s available 
this time of year Extra 
light won’t stop the 
problem you’ ve 
described, however It’s 
caused by fertilizer 
salts crystallizing on the 


edge of the pot. When 
the leaf stems, or 
petioles, come into 
contact w ith these salts, 
the ttisues are damaged 
and rot sets in Remove 
the plants from the pots 
as if you were going to 
repot them and scrub 
the edges of the pots 
clean Or cover the 
edges with waxed 
paper, aluminum foil or 
a layer of paraffin to 
keep the foliage from 
touching the salt 
deposits

Dining out has become one of the more popular 
and inexpensive ways to enjoy your favorite foods 
without having to bother to prepare it yourself. 

Many of the family-style restaurants people refer 
to as “fast food”, a word combination I personally 
have grown to like . According to Mr. Webster 
and his New World Dictionary, fast means firm, 
loyal, devoted, swift, quick, thoroughly, and lastly 
ahead of time . . The word food is described as 
“any substance taken in by a person, plant or 
animal to enable it to live, grow and nourish . . 
That sounds pretty good, too 

The Bonanza Restaurant, located in the 
Lakewood Shopping Plaza at the 1-94 Expressway 
and Rawsonville Road, is somewhat hard to find, 
but it is halfway between K-Marts and the Chatham 
Supermarket And you should have no problem 
finding out that this Bonanza lives up to its name as 
“a rich vein of ore, and any source of wealth” . . . 

This Bonanza , as well as two others owned by Ray 
Seghi, Bob Seghi and Duane Hoskins, are not cor- 
porate run, but rather franchised, using the 
Bonanza name. The operation and policy is set by 
them, as is the decor and any improvements. 

Ray’s son, Jim who was our host, is an amazing 
young man, overseeing — as his title, general 
manager, implies — all three Bonanzas — on 
Rawsonville and in Farmington and Redford . . . 
and at the age of only 21 . . . Jim has been working 
with Bonanza for more than 10 years, starting out as 
a dishwasher, moving up to bus boy, setup man, 
cook manager trainee, assistant manager, 
manager and since this past February, the general 
manager of all three restaurants. Traveling each 
day between Redford, Farmington and Van Buren 
Township, Jim starts his day at 8 a.m. and goes on 
until 9p.m., when he returns home to Livonia . 

Jim relates that customer satisfaction is the key, 
as well as employee satisfaction . . . and that is what 
he constantly works on to improve. Word of mouth 
is the big reason that people go to the Bonanza . . . 
and there is an aura of atmosphere . . . not just 
another “fast food” operation. 

Bonanza also is proud that the minimum of time is 
required to fill any order placed. Some 10 years ago, 
Jim’s Father, Ray, started a Kiddy Menu and the 
Bonanza corporation has picked up on it, making it 
an unique feature throughout the Bonanza empire. 

Ray Seghi has been in the food business some 20 
years and prior to that was in the linen business. 
Jim’s sister, Terry, 23, is working on and off at the 
business, finishing up at Western Michigan 
University in Kalamazoo with a degree in business 
administration and a major in advertising. 

The Bonanza has a banquet room that holds 52 
people for private parties, as well as meetings. 
There is no charge for the banquet room. In fact, 
Jim encourages groups to use the facilities, and 
reservations can be made in advance to insure 
proper arrangements. 

Much of the employees are high school students 
who get their training from the bottom up. They are 
considered top class employees and are dressed in a 
western style theme to blend in with the decor , as 
well as the image of Bonanza. 

The manager, Frank Muscarella, and the 
assistant manager, Mike Boelter, have everything 
under control , and everything seems to run rather 
smoothly . . . TTiis Bonanza reminds you of 
restaurants years ago, where you could count on 
seeing someone you knew each and every time you 
went out to eat . . . Friends meeting friends . . . 

The decor is unique in that one can imagine a 
return to the era of the turn of the century and the 
old West . The dining room is individually tailored to 
fit the mood of the diner, and privacy if afford 
whereever you chose to sit. Rough cut wood beams, 
with and overhang over each booth in wooden trellis 
design, makes almost a veranda-type atmosphere. 
The paneling is halfway up the wall, also in a rough 
cut wood style, with the multi-colored carpeting in 
tones of browns and golds, with an early American 
motiff. The booths and tables are constructed of an 
old thick plank board, with the seats of the booths 
and chairs cushioned in a soft brown leather . 

Another design of the Bonanza is that the center 
section has booths with a separation down the 
center to individualize each table. All the outside 
walls are lined with booths and the remainder of the 
interior has tables with cushioned chairs for total 
comfort. 


Gardinia: 
Exotic, but 
hard to grow 

White, rose-like flowers and a heavy tropical 
fragrance make the gardenia (Gardenia 
jasminoides) an exotic addtion to the any 
houseplant grouping. It is not the easiest flowering 
plant to grow, however. 

Horticulturists point out that the gardenia thrives 
under a rather narrow set of conditions that usually 
are difficult to supply in the home. 

Average to warm temperatures, with a night 
minimum of 60-65 degrees, are required. Tem- 
peratures in the 60-65 degree range are necessary 
for flowering. At 70 degrees or higher, flower buds 
will form but turn brown and fall off before they 
open 

Bright, indirect light or full sun also are 
necessary for flowering Low light, especially when 
combined with warm temperatures, will cause bud 
drop 

The gardenia cannot tolerate drafts and requires 
high humidity, especially when flowering. 

It should be potted in a standard houseplant soil 
and fertilized monthly with an acid fertilizer. Water 
whenever the soil surface begins to feel dry to keep 
the soil around the roots uniformly moist but not 
wet. Do not allow the soil to dry out. 

The gardenia rarely flowers in the home, but its 
dark green, glossy leaves on woody stems make U 
an attractive foliage plant. 

Insects that may plague gardenias include 
aphids, mealybugs and scale. Mealy bugs are the 
most common. Washing off with plain water is the 
usual treatment. 

Gardenias are propagated in the summer from 
softwood cuttings rooted in sand or a mixture of 
sand and peat moss. Maintain igh humidity around 
the cutting until they are well rooted.

Most impressive there are old 
photographs, frames, tools, school desks, old 
framed mirrors, farm implements and lumber 
tools, cabinets, shelves, dried flowers on bam wood, 
plants, bowls, jugs, crockery. 

The menu at Bonanza is designed to insure a wide 
selection, yet maintain freshness and quality, and 
prepare it in a speedy manner and serve it piping 
hot. 

Luncheons are served from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Tuesday through Saturday and all day Monday. It 
includes chopped steak ($1.59), petite New New 
strip ($1.89), veal special ($1.59) and fish special on 
Friday only ($1.59). Luncheons include a potato, 
salad, toast and the salad bar. Luncheon special 
sandwiches are served 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday 
through Saturday and include veal (89 cents), fish 
(69 cents) and cheeseburger (95 cents). 

The salad bar is only $1.49 for all you can eat, and 
the salad bar with sandwiches, the child's plate or 
hamburgers is 79 cents. 

Dinners are served anytime and include strip 
steak ($3.59), rib eye steak ($2.49), large T-bone 
steak ($4.29), small T-bone ($3.19), chopped steak 


($2.29), petite New York strip ($2.09), veal ($2.19), 
fish ($2.49), shrimp ($3.09), chicken ($2.89), prime 
rib ($4.49). Dinners include a baked potato, or 
french fries, toast and the salad bar. 

Platters include hamburger ($1.29), 
cheeseburger ($1.39), child’s hamburger (89 cents), 
child’s hot dog ( 89 cents ) and are served with french 
fries. The kiddy menu also includes a Tootsie Pop. 

Soup costs 29 cents a bowl and varies from bean 
and bacon to chicken noodle to vegetable beef to 
New England-style clam chowder on Fridays. The 
Tuesday night special is the rib eye dinner ($2.29) or 
chopped steak ($2.09), served with potato, toast and 
salad from 4 to 8 p.m. Thursday’s special is the 
prime rib dinner at $3.99, served from 11 a.m. to 8 
p.m. 

Miscellaneous items include mushrooms pieces in 
natural juice (60 cents), mushroom gravy (20 
cents), com on the cob (49 cents), sour cream (15 
cents) and cottage cheese (45 cents). 

For dessert there’s fruit pies — apple, cherry and 
blueberry — at 75 cents, fresh strawberry pie at 75 
cents, cheese cake — plain, cherry or strawberry — 
at 75 cents, pudding at 40 cents, Jell-0 at 35 cents, 
coconut or chocolate cream pie at 75 cents, banana 
cream cake at 75 cents and pecan pie at 75 cents. 

Beverages include coffee, tea or Sanka (40cents), 
root beer, Sprite, Coke and Tab (16 ozs. at 40 cents), 
milk (35cents), child’s drink (7 ozs. at 15 cents) and 
lemonade or ice tea (40 cents ) . There are free refills 
on all beverages with meals.

Communicating: Do we say what we mean?

Human beings were not meant to live in seclusion. Almost daily, all of us 
come in contact with others We talk with fellow workers, neighbors, clerks, 
members of our own families. Yet, for various reasons in our use of language, 
we rarely communicate our true feelings. 

Lack of knowledge of our language is one deterrent to communication. The 
inability to exactly express oneself in the right words can be very frustrating. 
After frantically groping for the right word to convey a thought, the attempt is 
sometimes aborted, leaving the speaker with a feeling of dejection; his con- 
tribution to the conversation lost, his idea never to be shared with the listener. 

Others, in hopes of impressing the listener, do not give their views, but those 
of someone they feel is an authority, quoting from books or newspapers, not 


delving deep enough into their own feelings to express their true thoughts on the 
subject at hand. Or, as at a job interview, they may simply answer the 
questions with words they know the interviewer would like to hear 
Some people find it impossible to reveal their true feelings They rationalize 
that to be open is to be vulnerable. “If others knew what I really think ”, they 
theorize, “they could use it against me. 1 could be hurt if I bare myself to 
others.” So they communicate through an invisable piece of armor, weighing 
each word closely, using only language that is safe and unrevealing 
There is some basis for this form of thinking, for there are people who pur- 
posely use language to strike out, hoping to mentally wound the receiver The 
mother who tells her child, “I should never have had you You’ve always been a 
problem,” might really mean, “I just wasn’t ready for motherhood.” The wife 
who tells her husband, (knowing it is a sore spot) “Mary married much better 


then 1 Her husband is a success today”, might only mean, “I have been bored 
lately. Let’s take that trip you promised me five years ago.” The so-called 
friend who remarks, “That dress looks nice on you It helps hide the fact that 
you are overweight,” might really mean. “I wish I had the money to dress so 
well.” 

For whatever reasons, when we speak to family, friends or strangers, we 
often encounter an understanding barrier The listener is left with either a 
wrong impression because of the speaker’s lack of know ledge of the English 
language, another's point of view because the speaker plays it safe by quoting 
others, a half-truth because the speaker feels it is unsafe to reveal his true 
feelings, or a damaged ego because the speaker is using words to hurt. True 
communication for some, therefore, is seldom achieved Some people rarely 
express their true feelings 
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It's the greatest

Glenn’s Bill Meyer climaxed an 
outstanding junior season with a 37-6 
record It is rare for a sophomore to 
reach the state tournament but 
Meyer did and he returned this year 
to Kalamazoo to finish second. 


Barring any injuries — and in thia 
business that are always a threat — 
Bill could become one cf Glenn's 
elite by claiming a state title. 

The 147-pounder won the 
Plymouth Salem Invitationals and 
placed second at the Rocket 
Tourament He also was second beat 
in the league after finishing third at 
both the Schoolcraft and Detroit 
Catholic Central Invitationals.

The ringleader, of course, is 
Leverenz, among the finest athletes 
produced at Wayne High which has a 
fine tradition of producing out- 
standing athletes. 

The 18-yea r-old Leverenz reached 
the summit in Class A state com- 
petition by avenging his lone loss of 
the season by defeating Farmington 
Harrison’s Fred Blackmur in the 
state finals at Kalamazoo’s Western 
Michigan University last month. 

Chris compiled a phenomenal 47- 
1 won-lost record during his senior 
year and holds a career mark of 80- 
13-0. 

Obviously, an athlete of Leverenz’ 
caliber is being sought after by 
many of the blue chip universities, 
however, Chris has not made up his 
mind. 

“Chris has shattered many of the 
records in our books,’’ pointed out 
rookie Wayne Coach John Wood. 
“He is probably one of the finest 
athletes in this area and one of the 
most dependable.” 

Chris established a Wayne record 
for most falls at 37, tied the school 
record for most wins and eclipsed 
the old mark for most tournament 
points in a season and career. 

Only the second place finish at the 
Schoolcraft Invitational marked 
what was a perfect season. Though 
he lost to Blackmur 3-2 at 
Schoolcraft, Leverenz came back 
and destroyed his arch-rival, 15-2, at 
the state. 

Becker received his wrestling 
baptismal at Dearborn Heights 
Annapolis under the tutelage of 
veteran coach Jim Bryan. Mitch 
moved to Livonia at the beginning of 
the current school year and picked 
up where he left off. He was one of 
the bright spots in Franklin’s 
season, managing to win both the 
district and regional titles before 
settling for a second place in the 
state after losing a hard-fought 
battle with Detroit Catholic Cen- 
tral’s 155-pounder, Nemir Nadir, 
who pulled out a close 9-7 victory. 

Becker’s credentials also include 
a first at the prestigious Schoolcraft 
Invitational. 

Justin is only one of three juniors 
who managed to break into the elite 
senior-dominated All-Area first 
team. With a 34-4 won-lost record, 
the 119-pounder was difficult to keep 
off. He won six straight tournaments 
including the Western Wayne, 
Chelsea, River Rat, Monroe and 
Suburban 8 Conference cham- 
pionships before going on to capture 
the district title at Bedford Tem- 
perance. 

After placing third at the 
regional, Justin came back and 
finished second in the state. 

“Joe is a very polished wrestler,” 
said Belleville Coach Gerald 
Malecek. “He isn’t physical but his 
manueverability and knowledge of 
the sport helped him defeat 
wrestlers who were much stronger 
than he was.” 


“Randy is always agressive on the 
mats,” said Coach Ron Krueger. 
“He will be one of the top contenders 
around next year as a senior.” 

Salem’s 126-pounder Jim Ross 
ended his prep wrestling career with 
a 40-9 over all record and a score of 
gold medals including titles at the 
Allen Park, Thurston, Canton, and 
Suburban 8 Conference tour- 
naments Ross was also third at the 
Monroe Invitational and placed 
third at both the regional and 
district, paving the way to a fourth 
place finish at the state finals. 

Jim was also the Rocks’ captain 
and holds two records —most wins in 
a season (40) and most wins by a 
senior (40) 

“Jim is probably the soundest 
wrestler we had on this year’s 
team,” said Krueger whose Rocks 
captured a share of the Suburban 8 
Conference championship by sen- 
ding a record nine wrestlers in the 
league finals. 

Doherty finished second in the 
conference at 191, padding his won- 
lost record to 20-16 for his senior 
year He was also runner-t^j at the 
Monroe Invitational^ third at the 
Canton Invitational, while placing 
fourth at Thurston, and the 
districts. 

Dasher brought to an end a 
brilliant athletic career at Salem 
and signed a letter of intent to enroll 
at Alabama this fall. The all-state 
gridder showed he’s no neophite on 
the mats as he won 38 of his 43 
matches this year. Bob was also first 
at the Allen Park, Thurston, Canton, 
Suburban 8, and district tour- 
naments, while placing third at the 
Schoolcraft Tournament. 

Dasher, who is a “small 
heavyweight” at 240 pounds proved 
he is among the best in the state by 
placing fourth at the state meet. He 
also holds two records : for pins in a 
season at 21, and the best record for 
a heavyweight. 

Because the heavyweight class is 
the final bout, Coach Krueger 
pointed out, “With Bob in that 
weight class, it was like having 
money in the bank for that final 
match.” 

Diminuative Paul Demers helped 
Westland John Glenn to another 
auspicious season The 98-pounder 
must have looked like a giant to his 
rivals as he amassed a fantastic 33-7 
won-lost record which earned for 
llilli uie MVW (Most Valuable 
Wrestler) award for Coach Bob 
Lusk’s team. 

Paul also captured gold medals at 
a score of tournaments, including 
the Salem, Flint Beecher, and Glenn 
meets. Demers was the top wrestler 
at his weight at the district held at 
Ypsilanti which the Westlanders 
won and he also earned a second 
place at the regionals hosted in Ann 
Arbor. He struck gold at the Nor- 
thwest Suburban Conference 
championishiD. 

“Paul is very coachable and 
personable,” said Coach Lusk. “It's 
always a pleasure to have this kind 
of wrestler who is dedicated on your 
team.”

But it 
will be difficult for the Tiger coach 
to improve upon a 11-0 dual meet 
season, though they could improve 
on their finish in the conference 
where they shared the league 
championship with rival, Plymouth 
Salem. 

Chris Bachus’ dedication to the 
sport paid off in huge dividends. He 
amassed an enviable 41-6-1 record in 
his second year, which included a 
second place in the state at 138 and 
holds a career mark of 78 victories. 
18 losses and one tie draw.

Corry earned the league title at 
132, was also first at the Wayne Quad 
and the district, unfortunately, an 
injury handicapped him in the 
stretch drive. 

Corry also won the prestigious 
Schoolcraft title. 

“Corry is probably the guttiest 
wrestler we have on the team,” 
pointed out Coach Wood. “You’re 
always pleased to have a wrestler of 
his caliber around to help out.” 

Wanshon is a fierce competitor on 
the mats whom purists would label a 
man with all kinds of moves. His 43- 
8-1 record earned for him a league 
title at 119, the Schoolcraft cham- 
pionship along with gold medals at 
both the district and regional 
tournaments. He finished among the 
top 10 in the state. 

“Bo is a smart wrestler whose 
three years experience has helped 
him and the team to become a 
winner,” said Coach Wood. “He won 
several invitationals because of his 
wrestling acuity..” 

Vipperman set a record for most

Arbor. 

Ecorse trotted on Dick McNally’s Spartans en route to the state 
finals, erasing Willow Run and Flint Beecher on its way. 

Some will argue that Cherry Hill was the better of the two teams 
and that the Spartans fatal first period against the Red Raiders at 
the University of Detroit cost them a legitimate crack at their first 
state title. 

“Muskegon Heights is an excellent team,” added McNally. “And 
they looked awesome against Ecorse, but they barely got out of the 
semi-finals. They won in the last seconds by two and were lucky.” 

And that’s one thing I have always contended about the “second 
“season”— along with talent, coaches and teams must have a 
streak of luck to go all the way.

Sophomores usually don’t muscle 
in on All-Area teams, especially in 
the pugnacious sport of wrestling. 

But Plymouth Salem’s 96-pounder, 
Jeff Brown, and Belleville’s Rick 
Winekoff are rare wrestlers who 
shun the role of obscurity reserved 
for most sophomores and have 
emerged thanks to their expertise as 
among the finest prep grapplers in 
the area 

Winekoff is a “natural wrestler’ 
who earned fame a couple of years 
ago by winning a berth on the Team 
Michigan AAU Junior Squad that 
toured Iran. 

Rick has the strength, the talent 
and the desire to become one of the- 
if not the— best wrestler in this 
school’s history,” said Belleville 
Coach Gerald Malecek. 

“He is a wrestler of the Randy 
Slocum caliber and I believe that 
Rick will earn even more 
recognition, barring injuries.’’ 

As a sophomore Rick compiled a 
21-7 won- lost record. He wrestled as 
-a 145-pounder, a tough class for a 
soph and he became the first 
sophomore in the school’s history to 
ever compete in the state tour- 
nament. 

— Winekoff’s credits include the 
district championship, a second 
place medal at the regionals and 
winning one of three meets at the 
state level. He was also the league 
champ at his weight class, second at 
the Chelsea Invitational while 
placing third at both the Bedford and 
Western Wayne tournaments. 

Salem’s Jeff Brown is well on his 
way of becoming as state caliber 
competitor. The 98-pound 
sophomore chalked up a 37-13 record 
which is a soph Salem record. He 
also won the Canton Invitational and 
captured the Suburban 8 Conference 
title. 

Jeff finished second in the districts 
and at the Salem invitational while 
he was third at Schoolcraft and 
Thurston while placing fourth at 
Allen Park and the regionals. 

Most of Jeff’s losses were 
sustained at the 105-pound class 
level,” stressed Coach Ron Kruger. 
“We’re looking for him to shatter 
most of our school records before he 
is a senior.” 

Others named to the team are 
Glenn's senior grappler, Tim 
O’Neil (105), Salem’s Steve Em- 
st ( 112), and Rene Leist(119), 
Glenn’s Greg Hamel(126) t 
Belleville’s Jeff Rose(132), Carl 
Winekoff! 138), Salem’s Wally 
Brown(155), Wayne’s Jeff 
Bovia(165), Belleville’s Bob 
Cook(178), Glenn’s Greg 
Potulski(191) and Franklin’s Mike 
Broome (heavyweight). 


Let no man have any false ex- 
pectations - Tim O’Neil is as fine a 
wrestler as there is. The senior 
grappler amassed a 33-12 record for 
Coach Bob Lusk’s Rockets, lifting 
them to the Class A District 
Championship at Ypsilanti and to a 
third place finish in the regional. 
Glenn finished ninth in the state. 

O’Neil final season on the mats 
produced gold medals at the league 
championships and district. He was 
second in the regionals, then came 
back and earn a sixth place at the 
state. 

Tim also was first at the Glenn 
Invitationals, second at Beech and 
Schoolcraft while finishing fourth at 
Detroit Catholic Central In- 
vitational, 

Voted by the Rocket coaching staff 
and his teammates as the Most 
Improved Wrestler, O’Neil was 
elected Glenn’s co-captain this year. 

Ernst is a senior who racked up an 
impressive 33- 13-2 record in his final 
season. His performances netted 
him a pair of second places at the 
Monroe and conference meets, but 
he has five third place medals, in- 
cluding a third at the districts, 
Thurston, Canton, Salem and 
Schoolcraft Invitationals. 

Leist owns six school records. He 
has the most career victories at 
Salem with 87, most pins at 38, most 
consecutive pins at 10, fastest pin ( 15 
seconds) and his career record of 87- 
30-1 is the best posted by a Salem 
wrestler. He holds the record for 
most wins by a junior (30). 

This year, after finishing with a 35- 
7 record, the 1 19 -pounder, boastsfour 
gold medals which were harvested 
at the Allen Park, Thurston, Canton 
and Salem Invitationals. He also 
finished second in the conference 
and district, while he was third at 
Schoolcraft and fourth at the 
regionals. 

Hamel is an honor student at 
Glenn where he also ended his 
wrestling career with a 23-10 
record. A three year competitor, 
Greg is planning to study 
engineering in college. This season 
he was the top performer at the 
Salem Invitational at 128 while he 
finished fifth at the Glenn In- 
vitational and qualified for the 
regional with a fourth place finish at 
the cfistrict. 

Rose placed in most of the tour- 
naments he competed in as a 132- 
pounder. The junior made it to the 
state tournament after placing 
fourth in both the district and the 
regional. Rose was the second best 
at his weight in the league and also 
won a second place medal at the 
Western Wayne. 

Carl Winekoff, Rick’s older 
brother, will also be back in Gerald 
Malecek’s lineup next year. And he 
bring with him a 26-3 over-all record

“Carl suffered a broken collar- 
bone during his second match in the 
district,” said Malecek. “And, of 
course, that stopped him But Carl 
was our best wTestler by far at the 
beginning of the season.” 

Wally Brown, who transferred 
from Romulus to Salem with 
brother, Jeff, leaves the Rock mats 
after setting three school records 
and building up a 40-7-1 record. 
Wally’s records include the most 
points scored by a wrestler (231), 
most wins by a senior ( 40) and most 
wins in one season (40). 

Brown was the top wrestler at 156 
in the Allen Park, Thurston, Canton, 
Monroe Invitationals and also 
captured the gold medal at the 
conference championships. He was 
runner-up at both the district and 
regional tournaments and placed 
third at Salem. 

Jeff Bovia, a 165-pound Wayne 
senior is a serious-minded student of 
the sport, who came up with some 
pivotal pins for the Zebras. He piled 
up a 28-19 record while placing in 
every tournament he competed in 
this year.

Recently Bovia competed in the 
Greco-Roman tournament and won 
the state title to qualify for the 
nationals in June.

Fisherman's 

'widow'

FYobably the least mentioned or appreciated person in 
all of the outdoors is the fishing widow. 

Forced by family obligations and economics to stay 
behind while her husband goes off in search of the 
elusive steelhead, she has to listen to the vicious barbs of 
neighbors who question her lot in lot and often suggest 
that her husband places her one step below a trout on his 
list of priorities. 

He doesn’t mean to neglect her, but it would be far 
easier for a duck to not fly south in winter, than for him 
to stpy home when the steelhead are running. 

Most steelheaders I know spend eight months of each 
year trying to be model husbands; it’s only when the 
steelhead start running that they go slightly awry. Most 
wives learn to accept this behaviour as the nature of the 
critter. 

In the last few years I've seen a welcomed increase in 
the number of family fishing groups on the streams. 
Mostmen have found that by not going as often and by 
only slightly changing their fishing techniques that thev 
are able to take their wives and kids along and avoid 
domestic discord. 

I recently remarried and Peggy understands that I 
“have to fish 1 ’. 

My wife doesn’t particularly care to fish, but she 
doesn't like to stay home either, so with little or no 
warning she can be packed and have my three sons in 
tne truck almost before I can have the boat loaded. 

I've found that many of the rivers are fishable for 
family groups, and the surf and pierheads are excellent 
family fishing locations. 

One word of caution - never take kids out on the piers 
without a good quality life jacket. The distance to the 
water often exceeds six feet and in many spots the water 
depth approaches 30 feet. 

I would like to thank all of the women who have been 


“fishing widows” and who probably will be again. I’d 
also like to remind them that it’s not necessary for them 
to be widows and for the kids to be orphans. Take up 
steelheading as a family ; and now is not too soon to start 
getting ready. The pier fishing starts getting hot about 
the last week of March and with all of the euipment 
you’ll need to get, it’s much sooner than you think. 

Each family member will need a rod and reel that w 
hold at least 200 yards of eight to 10 pount test line with a 
good smooth action drag. Another must for each family 
member is a good rain parka or poncho. Not only will it 
help keep the rain off, the wind can get mighty cold out 
on the breakwalls and the parka makes an excellent 
windbreaker. 

While not necessary, many women and kids find 
standing on a pierhead very tiring, so a small camp stool 
can be helpful. One item that I’ve found to be invaluable 
is a five gallon plastic pail. I bought mine at a ham- 
burger joint for about 75 cents and it came with a lid. It 
also makes an excellent stool, plus it doubles as a tackle 
box. 

Another item that is necessary for successful pier 
fishing is a long handled net. Trying to reach the four to 
six feet to the water is not only hard, it’s dangerous. 

The spring fishing near the shore is fantastic and you 
never know if you are going to catch a nice steelhead, 
lake trout, brown trout or jumbo perch. I have con- 
sistently taken trout approaching 15 pounds while fishing 
from breakwalls and have seen browns taken that ap- 
proach the 30 pound mark. 

Once you’ve taken a few large trout you’ll be able to 
understand your husband’s reasons for heading North. 
Steelheading is addictive and once you start you going, 
your case of “fishing fever” will keep you from ever 
again becoming a “fishing widow”.
